HOSPITALS. 

The  arrangements  between  the  Hospital  Committee 
and  the  Council  that  children  of  the  area  who  require  a 
general  anaesthetic  for  dental  treatment,  and  treatment 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  shall  be  treated  at  the  Hospital 
was  continued  during  the  year  under  review.  142  school 
children  and  5  of  pre-school  age  were  operated  upon  during 
the  year. 

MATERNITY  (Lady  Aberdare)  HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  persons  admitted  during  the  year 
was  241.  The  number  of  patients  delivered  was  203,  of 
whom  177  were  delivered  by  midwives,  and  26  delivered 
by  doctors.  Of  the  patients  admitted  and  delivered,  129 
were  primiparae  and  74  multiparae. 

38  ante-natal  cases  were  treated  during  the  year. 

2  maternal  deaths  and  4  infant  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year,  and  there  were  12  still-births.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 
INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  following  work  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
above  Act  and  Order  : — 

A  test  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  Duffryn  Ward 
was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  and  supervised  by 
a  Technical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  satis¬ 
factory  result. 

Maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  throughout  the 
area  was  commenced  on  September  27th  and  completed 
on  October  20th,  1945.  This  treatment  was  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  The  bait  used  was  sausage  rusk,  and  the  poison 
Zinc  Phosphide. 

The  refuse  tips  were  also  treated  during  the  year. 
3  men  were  engaged  to  carry  out  the  above  treatments. 
50  other  complaints  were  also  dealt  with. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1926-1943. 

All  farms  and  dairies  have  been  inspected  periodically. 

21  samples  of  milk  (14  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  7  taken  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  under 
Defence  Regulation  55G),  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
chemical  tests.  6  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Eleven  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
tubercle  bacilli.  Bacilli  was  found  to  be  present  in  one 
sample,  and  action  was  taken  through  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 


THE  MILK  (Speeial  Designations)  ORDERS,  1936  8c  1938 

Pasteurised  milk  is  the  only  milk  sold  under  the  above 
mentioned  Order  in  the  district.  9  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year  to  sellers  of  pasteurised  milk,  and  one  licence 
issued  for  use  of  special  designation  “  Pasteurised  ”  in 
relation  to  milk  pasteurised  within  the  area. 

All  miik  supplied  to  school  children  of  this  area  at 
the  schools  is  pasteurised. 

Ten  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and,  of  these,  three  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Notices  of  the  intended  slaughter  of  80  cottagers' 
pigs  were  received  by  the  Health  Department,  and  the 
carcases  or  organs  were  examined  by  the  Inspectors.

ANTITOXIN  AND  SERUM. 

A  sufficient  supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  always 
kept  at  the  Public  Health  Offices  and  is  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  Area. 


DISINFECTION. 

The  homes  of  all  sufferers  from  infectious  disease 
are,  on  the  termination  of  the  illness,  or  when  patients 
are  removed  to  hospital,  disinfected  by  spraying  with 
liquid  disinfectant  or  fumigated  with  formaldehyde  gas. 
Infected  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  are  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  treated  by  a  Thresh’s  Steam,  Disinfector. 

The  number  of  articles  treated  at  the  Steam  Disinfec¬ 
tor  will  be  found  in  the  summary  of  work  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors.
